Continued from P ok»* One 
Howard C. Knotts, in his address ot 
only an hour, told his experiences as 
a flyer, and of his trials and hard 
ships in the German prison camps. 
Lieu tenant Knotts was a Harvard 
law student at the time lie went into 
the service, and his college training 
and 
his 
inherent 
culture 
shown 
forth in all he said, and in all hi- 
manners. 
After 
his first joy rid«* 
in an airplane, he said if someone 
would have asked him. just why he 
had picked on the aerial service, In* 
couldn't have answered them. 
In this country he was taught tin* 
principle facts about the construc­ 
tion of the planes, and how to a s ­ 
semble them, but his first trip came 
when be was in 
France. 
He later 
became a pilot, and from then 
on 
was engaged in the fight. 
His first air fight took place when 
his squadron 
swooped 
down upon 
two German observation 
balloons. 
His description of their fight among 
the clouds, the firing of guns 
and 
bursting of bombs, their tail spins, 
nose dives and various maneuvers 
in avoiding and taking positions ot 
advantage 
with their enemies was 
very thrilling. 
He told how so many 
people were often asking, “ Were you 
scared out there?’’ to which he re-1 
plied that 100 per cent of himself 
was scared to 
death 
most of tin 
j 
time. 


lie said that the German plane- 
were superior 
to 
the 
allies 
in 
strength and swiftness but that the 
allies outranked 
the 
Germans 
ii 
maneuver ability, which jra* a very 
great asset. 
Also that most of the 
style of their fighting was what they 
termed dog-fighting, a method where 
the fighter docs not devote all 
hi- 
attention 
to one enemy, 
but tlie- 
back and forth and here and there, 
attacking all. 


Lieutenant Knotts 
described 
in 
detail his fight in which 
he brought 
down h»- rtr-t German machine and 
the thrill 
which 
be hud in accom­ 
plishing 
this. 
He 
explained 
that 
while this was a most “ grue-oine ex- 


\\ hen tin* armistice 
was signed, 
they were not even told by the Ger­ 
man officers, but were turned loose 
in a devastated country, not know­ 
ing where they 
were, 
to shift for 
themselves. 
He and 
a companion 
reached the back entrance «>f what 
turned out t«> be a chateau and here 
they found a good Belgian woman 
who took Hiem in, fed and warmed 
them, and bathed and dressed their 
wmin-J* 
Nothing* 
could 
be more 
touching and 
appealing 
than 
the 
story Lieutenant Knotts told of how 
this fine Belgian mother put them 
to bed between 
clean, warm blan­ 
kets. tucked the covers about them 
and then gave 
each 
a good-night 
kiss, just as 
their 
own 
mother 
would have fished to do. 
He said that 
the 
British 
had 
picked up 8 ,00ft miserable men who 
liad been abandoned just as he had 
beep by the Germans. 
He pleaded, 
too, for our continued aid to 
the 
Belgian 
people, 
for the American 
soldier 
learned 
much 
of the fine 
character of these people, how they 
oved America 
and how 
they had 
¡loved it even lw*fore the war. 
He 
told of their unspeakable 
joy 
on 
their returning to America, how all 
the boys on board had determined 
to give the Statute of Liberty 
the! 
greatest ovation she hail ever had 
and how when they came near t«i it 
they wen«* too full of emotion to ut­ 
ter a sound. 


Lieutenant Knotts expressed 
the 
surprise of the returning soldier at 
some of the 
disappointing 
condi­ 
tions he finds in America—the high 
cost of living the wasteful and ex­ 
travagant habits 
of many of 
the 
people, the unrest in In 1/or and busi­ 
ness conditions 
and the tardiness 
with which the returning soldier is 
being reinstate«! to normal business 
relations. 
He thinks, as many civ­ 
ilians do. that the Bolshevist, 
the 
radicals, the I. W. W. and the ex­ 
treme -«M-iali-ts are carrying on an 
organized porpaganda 
to stir 
up 
trouble, in the eonntry and he be- 
ievgs. as do also the civilian pop­ 
ulation, that the time for some re-1 
pressive legislation has coine that 
we ought to make it impossible tor 
these 
disloyalists 
to live in 
any 
community. 
He closed by saying, 
“ In the name of all that is good, we 
have the right to demand that every 
disloyalist be made to shut up and 
to get the hell out of the country."

Attorney General Expresses Opinion 


. That Honorably Discharged 


Men Can Got Jobs 


60 DAYS FROM AUGUST FIRST 


Under an opinion of the Attorney 


General recently rendered to the 
Civil Service Commission, United 
States soldiers, sailors and marines 
•who missed 
opportunity to 
enter 


civil service examinations because 
of their military 
or naval service 


may now be given a chance to qual- 
ify for Government employment. 


The 
Civil Service 
Commission, 


wishing to give discharged service 
men every opportunity to qualify 
for civil positions, asked the Attor- 
ney General for an opinion as to 
whether it would be legal to open, 
the benefit of honorably discharged 
soldiers,-sailors, and marines, ex- 
aminations which had been closed. 
The Attorney General having ex- 
pressed the opinion that such action 
is legal in view of the spirit of 
a 


recent act of-Congress which pro- 
vides for preference in appointment 
to civil positions for discharged sol- 
diers, sailors and marines, the Ciwl 
Service Commission will open only 
to honorably discharged service men 
examinations which were pending on 
April 6, 19.17, the date of America's 
declaration of war, or which were 
subsequently 
announced, and for

Howard C. Knotts, in his address of 
only an hour, told his experiences a.< 
a flyer, and of his trials and hard- 
ships in the German prison camps. 


Lieutenant Knotts was ;i Harvard 


lav gtudent -at the time he went into 
the service, and his college training 
and his inherent, culture shown 
forth in all he said, and in all his 
manners. After his first joy ride 
in an airplane, he said if someone 
would.have asked him, .just why he 
had picked on the aerial service, be 
couldn't have answered them. 


In this country lie w:is taught the 


principle facts "about the construc- 
tion of the planes, and how to as- 
semble them, but his -first trip came 
when he was in France. He later 
became a pilot, and from then on 
was engaged in the fight. 


His first air fight'took place when 


his squadron swooped down upon 
two German observation balloons. 
His description of their fight among 
toe clouds, the firing of guns 
and 


bursting of bombs,' their tail spins. 
nose dives and various maneuvers 
in avoiding and taking positions of 
advantage 
with their enemies was 


very thrilling. He told how so many 
people were often asking, "Were yon 
geared out there1?" to which he re- 
pKed that 100 per cent of himself 
was scared to death most of the 
time. 


He said that the German planes 


were superior to 
the allies in 


strength and swiftness but th;it the 
allies outranked the Germans in 
maneuver ability, which was a very 
great asset. Also that most of the 
style of their fighting was what they 
termed dog-fighting, a method where 
ihe fighter does not devote all his 
attention 
to one enemy, but flies 


back and forth and here and there, 
attacking all 


Lieutenant Knotts 
described 
in 


detail his fight in which he brought 
down his first German machine and 
ihe thrill which he had in accom- 
plishing this. He explained that

He thinks, as many civ- 
ilians do, that the Bolshevist;*,- the 
radicals, the I. W. W. and the ex- 
treme socialists are carrying on an 
organized porpagandu 
to stir up 


trouble.in the country and he be- 
,-uesSB._as_do; also the civilian pop- 
ulation, that^the time for some re-, 
'pressfve legislation- has come that 
;we ought to 'make it impossible for 
these' disloyalists to live in any 
community. He closed by saying, 
-"In 'the name .of all that is good, we. 
have the'righfe to-demand that every 
'disloyalist Be made to shut up and 
to get the hell out of the country.".

French Troops 
Release 
Deputies 


Imprisoned at Luxemburg. 


(By United Press.) 


Luxemburg. Aug. 10 — At the re- 


quest of the local burgomaster, 
Prench troops charged the parlia- 
ment building with bayonets today, 
scattering labor demonstrators and 
releasing imprisoned deputies. 


Workmen who demanded $90 in- 


stead of $50 bonus as a protection 
against the advanced cost of living, 
lad previously stormed the cabinet 
and imprisoned the employes.
